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BOARD OF TRADE.

There iz a general sentiienil AmMong
the young and more progressive ele-
ment of Astoria to reorganize the Push
Club, under the name of the Astoria
Board of Trade. That such an organl-
sation is a necessary adjunct to Asto-
rla and its growing business interests
is evidenced by the recent actions of
the chamber of commerce, in which It
has been severely criticised in Its ac-
tions snubbing the press of Astoria
and advertising in obscure publica-
tions., There is an abundance of work
to do In Astorla in the line of Jdevejop-
ment and improvement. Had Astoria
had a commercial organization of
weight and influence it could have
sécured that $8000 appropriation from
the legislature for A& monument at FL
Clatsop and the salt cearn at Seaside.
Had there been a board of trade, we
would have secured a patrol boat for
the master fish warden.

Another important matter that must
come before some commercial organi-
gation Is the securing of a government
dock at Astoria. There are 13 boats
and steamers In this district, all ot
which would tie up at & wharf of this
kind. There s the Columbine, Chi-
nook, Manzinita, Heather, Ladd, Perry
and several other boats engaged in the
government service at the mouth of
the Columbla river that have no whart
to land at, and are compelled to lie
at anchor out In the stream. When
it I8 considered that all of the boats
leave nearly $1,000,000 In Astoria every
year for supplies and In wages, It ls a
matter worth looking after. The mat-
ter was presenied to the chamber ot
commerce some time ago, referred to
a committes and the matter not con-
sidered of sufficlent importance to tike
any actlon on. If It had heen for a
whar{ In the Philippines or some big
government undertaking, it is possible
the chamber of commerce might have
passed a resolution

The board of trade would no doubt
take hold of this important matter angd
carry It to a successful completion It
has been suggested that wheén a board
of trade is organized they take steps
to secure the old Trullinger wharf
ascertaln what [t can be purchased for,
and what it will cost to bulld a gov-
ernment wharf, and send the matter
with complete detalls to Senator Ful-
ton and there |8 no doubt, but he could
pecure an appropriation for that pur-
pose, There I8 not & seaport city on
the coast that does not have &4 gov-
ernment wharf, and there s no reason
why Astoria should not have one, espe-
cially when there are so many steam-
ers and such an Immense Sum ot
money expended here. There is no
doubt but one would have been bullt
had there peen an organization that
took as much Interest In building up
the city and county ns they do In
sending money out of the clty for
printing.

Astorla nesds an organization simi-
lar to those existing in many of the
large cltles of Washington. No one
ever hears of commercinl orgnnigations
sending away from home to have thelr
printing done. Everyone works for
the Interest#s of each other and the

boards of trade promulgate and slopt]ye

sound buriness methods and have edu-
cated the people up o the importance
of patronizing home merchants, home
Institutions and home enterprisen, and
the newepapers are considered the
most important enterprige. If Beuttle,
Tacoma, Everett, Spokane or any other
city in Washington desires to adver-
1ise the resources of the city, they
consult with the newspapers as to the
best methods, and never have pald one
dollar to Callfornla magazines for
publishing the resources of the city
and county, as gxperience has deéemon-
strated that the only way to reach
eaniérn people Is through the home
newspaper. The press of Astoria have
endeavored to instill these sound busl
ness principles Into the people of As-
toria, and would have been successful

DO NOT ASSIMILATE.

Since the primitive days of savag-
epy when Blll Chance was Indian agent
at Siletz. and discoversd some old fos:
sils, which were subsequently utilized
as a nucleus for the formation of the
chamber of comunerce, the American
Indian has offered the most resistance
to cuiture.

After almost three centuriea of In-
timacy with Anglo-Saxon clvillzation
ag typitied by the humane and consid-
erate Pllgrims of moss-grown Ply-
mouth rock the unhappy red man re-
mains impervious to either nssimilation
or reform. A very small percentage of
the race has become reconclled to ngri-
culture and a fixed abode; the great
majority has died in moccasing de-
fending an inallenable rlght to wander,
plunder and loaf. The Hindoo of In-
dig has been remolded into an Import.
ant, contented and trustworthy com.
ponent of the British empire; the
skulking Filipino shows signs of re-
generation; the Gaul and the Teuton
adapted the arts of the Roman with
such éagerness and power as to Jdrive
out the Roman In time: but the Amerl-
can Indlan, outside the petty novel
and the shamsentiment play, remains
what nature made him, a nomad whoss
laziness {5 equaled only by his cruelty
to his women
A peculiar Instance of this came to
light when Castle Willlam, an old
milltary prison on Governor's lsland
recelved a quartet of Seneca Indians,
three of them in school days famous
athietes of the Indian school at Car-
lsle, Pu. The red men, who began to
serve terms for Jdesertions from the
army, are Glen Plerce, a few years
ago one of the tackles on a Carlisle
football team; Wallack Dockstader,
one of the best shortstops the Indlan
school ever produced: Luke Abren. @
star pitcher four years ago, and Morris
Lee, & Seneca boy, who was not so for-
tunate as to get a chance of distin-
guishing himself at the Indian school.
All the Indlans were sentenced by a
court-martial that recently sat at Fort
Porter, near Buffalo, to serve one yeal
each. They deserted from the First
infantry, garrisoning that post

The Hindoos of Indian have no wars
for London: the Filipino constabulary
are chasing the kriss-swishing Moros
to the hilla: the Indlan, outside of o
few fllos of native pollce, remalins In-
Aifferent to the wiles of the recrulting
sergeant and on the rare pccaslons
when he Is induced ta wear the blut
invariably proves a poor soldler. The
plainsmen and the regular army men
who have served In  the west and
know the breed, shake thelr heads
when Indian troops are proposed. No
one gquestions the bravery of the aulk-
ing wanderer of the Rockles, his en-
durance, accuracy of alm, pasaive
steadfastness under pain and marvel-
ous agility. But as g soldier he Is not
worth his salt. Centurles of nomads
are behind him, and the statlonary
barrack, at $13 per, is not In his line

The lot of the Indlan school graduate
s peculiarly unhappy. Few occupa-
tions are open to him; the army, In
which he might shine, he deapises. He
cannot go into commerce, and the ldeas
Instilled into his darkly enthuslastic
mind in the government schools un-
fit him for agriculture and the monot:
ony of the reservation. He has no
home, no oecupation, no future.

Who Iz an Exile Frem Home Re-
ceived in Astoria by the Chinese
Contingent in Royal Style.

All Chinatowpn has been In n state
of excitement during the past week
when It was announced In  (laming
posters of Chinese hyrogliphics that a
great reformer would visit Astoria on
Thursday. The leading merchants had
made extensive preparations to recelve
his majesty and do him homage. Long
before the Portland traln arrived yes-
terday moon the strects were crowded
with Chinamen golng to the depot.
They had secured all the avallable
carringes In the city. Upon the ar-
rival of the train Hang Ye Wel, form.
erly occupying o fiducinry capacity to
the empress dowager of China, was es-
corted to a carringe provided for him.
and the line of march was taken up
About 20 carriages were drawn through
the strests. flled with the prominent
Chinese residents. His hollness, with
4 white secretary, Chinese nssistant
and & retinue of servants were sscort-
ed 1o the Oectdent hotel, where he wis
ussigned to hendquarters,

During the day he was visiied by a
large number of Chinese merchants
and dignitaries. In the eveping a mass
meeting was held in which his royul
joblots explained the object of his via=
it. He is at the head of a reform s~
sociation and Is endeavoring to organ-
ize local unioms in every city in the
United States where there are Cal-
nese residents. The object In to revo-
lutfonize the present dynasty in China
and one of the principal features of
the reform I8 that all Chinamen shall
cut off thelr ques. This s consldered
by the new organization as eliminating
a false tradition of the Chinese com-
pelling all subjects to wear the que.
This was Imposed upon the race al
the time they ware conguered by the
Tartars and was enjolned upon them
as showing subjugation to the victora
and has obtained in China since that
time. It was this that led to the bulll-
ing of the Chinese wall, bullt for the
purpose of keeplng the Tartars out.

The plans and objects of the reform
movement were thoroughly explained
by Hang Ye Wel, and an organization
perfected among the resbdent Chinese
of Astoria. The movement s spread-
